CHICAGO, July 19—Middle-of- 
the-road Democrats, hoping to 
stave off. a,.Southern. revolt, won 


the anti-Truman “regular” con- 


vention delegates from Texas and 
Mississippi. 

To do so they had to fight off 
an, attempt by some northern and 
eastern party members, who are 
on the. opposite side of the civil 
rights fence from the Southern- 
ers, to defer action on seating the 
contested delegations from the 
two states and to obtain party: 
loyalty pledges from the success- 
ful slates. 

Today's decision by the Na- 
tional Committee, which upheld 
the unanimous report of its 
eight-member credentials subcom- 
mittee, will be appealed to the 
convention’s credentials commit- 
tee and then to the convention it- 
self. Final action is scheduled for 
Tuesday. 

The National Committee’s vote 
placed on the temporary conven- 
tion roll the Texas slate headed 
by Gov. Allan Shivers and the 
Mississippi group headed by Gov. | 
Hugh L. White. Texas is entitled | 
to 62 delegates with 52 votes and 
Mississippi to 24 delegates with 
18 votes. | 

The rival delegations, In Texas | 
headed by former Representative | 
Maury Maverick and in Missis- 
sippi headed by Mrs. John A. 
Clark, the national committeec- 
woman, are pledged to support 
the convention nominee, whether 
a Fair Dealer like President Tru- 
man or not. 

They hold that the Shivers and 
White groups will not agree in 
advance to support the party nom- 
inee, therefore are not true and 
loyal Democrats, and that Shiv- 
ers and White may decide after 
the convention to bolt the party 
like the Dixiecrats did in 1948 
if the nominee and platform are 
not to their liking.

The 
annual purchase of goods and 
services by consumers—again 
in 1951 prices—has risen by 
five billion dollars... . 


While our major reliance should 
continue to be upon our enter- 
prise system, the process of 
growth also requires vigorous 
public policies, The central pur- 
pose of such policies, in the 
economic field, is to help make 
the economy more productive and 
more dynamic, and to assure that 
none who are deserving are ex- 
cluded from opportunity to play 
their full part and to earn a just 
reward. ... 


The years since World War II 
have demonstrated that our eco- 
nomic system, reinforced by. pub- 
lic policy, has been able to avoid 
depression by keeping production 
and consumption reasonably in 
balance. 

Under these circumstances, it 
is unworthy of this great nation 
to regard another depression as 
unavoidable. Through neglect, 
we could have one. But we know 
what it would cost. We are de-

If we take into account the net 
excess of receipts in the trust 
and other accounts, the fiscal 
years 1947 through 1953 will show 
an estimated ¢ash surplus of 
about 18 billion dollars.

I would 
have liked it to have been even 
better. But certainly these facts 
do not justify fear of disaster in

Troopers Act on Governor’s 
Orders After Local Of- 
ficials Fail.

POPLAR BLUFF, Ma,, July 20 
—Acting on personal orders of 
Gov. Forrest ‘Smith, state high- 
way patrolmen raided three gam- 
bling establishments in Pemiscot 
county, it was disclosed yester- 


The raids, an) unusual event in 
the Smith administration occurred 
at 11 p.m. Friday. 

Twenty-three persons, including 
six men described as operators 
of the places, were arrested on 
gambling charges. All were later 
freed on bond. 

The gambling places had flour- 
ished without interference from 
Prosecuting Attorney Elmer Peal 
and Sheriff Jake Claxton, despite 
indignant protests from residents. 
Complaints then went to Gov. 
Smith. Supt. David E. Harrisqn 
of the Missouri Highway Patrol 
said yesterday that Smith had per- 
sonally ordered the gambling op- 
erations cleaned out. 

The raids were conducted by 
16 selected troopers under com- 
mand of Lt. Earl Davis, execu- 
tive officer of the patrol at Pop- 
lar Bluff.

~—INMUSEUM EXHBIT 


‘Campaign Posters, Buttons 
and Badges, Cartoons, Docu- 
: ments on Display. 


Campaign posters, political but- 
tons and badges, cartoons, por- 
traits and rare documents, which 
trace the history’ of the Ameri- 
can political system in the past 
144 yéars, will go on display today 
in the Lammert gallery at the 
Missouri Historical Society mu- 
' geum in Forest Park. 


The special exhibit, called 
“Candidates, Conventions and 
Campaigns,” will remain on view 
until Nov.'15, after the general 
election. 


Earliest document among the 
items displayed was the original 
petition drawn up in St. Louis in 
1808 for creation of a town gov- 
ernment. The document. which 
contains signatures of 200 prop- 
erty owners as well as written-in 
names of “the gentlemen who re- 


fused to sign,” later was proved 
illegal. 

Campaign posters issued by 
William Clark, explorer of the 
Pacific Northwest, and Judge 
John B. C. Lucas, candidates in 
the state’s first gubernatorial 
campaign of 1820, also are dis- 
played. Other posters of cam- 
paigns through 4916 are in the ex- 
hibit. 

Other displays include exhibits 
of national political conventions 
held here in 1876 and in 1916; 
cartoons and pamphlets of the 
national campaigns of Andrew 
Jackson, William Henry Harrison, 
Abraham Lincoln and Grover 
Cleveland, and ballots of local and 
national elections for almost a 
century. 

Growth of the Republican party 
from the Whigs is illustrated by 
souvenirs of William Henry Harri- 
son’s “Tippecanoe and Tyler Too” 
campaign of 1840 and the later 
spontaneous formation of the Re- 
publican party in the mid-1850s 
with Gen. John C. Fremont as its 
first presidential candidate.

BONN BILL GIVES 


WORKERS VOICE IN 
RUNNING PLANTS 


BONN, July 19 (AP)—The West 
German Bundestag (lower house) 
today passed a revolutionary bill 
giving German workers a share 
in the management of all large 
enterprises. 

By a yote of 195 to 140 the 
Bundestag approved the govern- 
ment-sponsored measure after 
overriding a filibuster by opposi- 
tion Socialists. The bill now goes 
to the Bundesrat (upper house) 
which previously had voted for it. 
The measure will become law 


after one more affirmative vote 
by the Bundesrat. 

The Socialists filibustered dur- 
ing a three-day, 25-hour debate 
in support of labor’s demand for 
an equal voice with owners in the 
control of private enterprises. 

The bill as passed requires en- 
terprises with more than 500 
workers to give one-third of the 
seats on their boards of directors 
to labor representatives. — 

Newspapers, public utilities and 
the civil services are excluded 
from provisions of the bill.

and brown are probably beyond 
help, but convalescents that are 
struggling to survive may be 
helped along with a lunch of 
liquid fertilizer. Weak-tea-manure 
water (the brew that grandma 
used with such success) can be 
made by suspending a sack of 
fresh manure in a barrel or drum 

water. Solutions of chemical 
fertilizer, which are certainly less 
troublesome to prepare, are almost 
as effective. 

Many kinds of soluble, high- 
analysis fertilizers have been 


created for use in water solutions. 


Some of these preparations con- 
tain nitrogen in the form of urea, 
which is readily absorbed through 
the leaves. We have found that 
these foliage sprays provide a 
quick pickup for hungry plants in 
our own garden. The feedings 
produce sturdier stems and turn 


‘the leaves a deep, glossy green. 


Ease for Feeding. 

Although foliage sprays can be 
applied from any kind of sprink- 
ling can, bucket or garden spray- 
er, we prefer an easy-to-use si- 
phon which makes a “fertilizer 
spreader” out of the garden hose, 
We mix a bucketful of concen- 
trated fertilizer, using one cup of

the soluble chemicals to two gal- 
lons of water. The siphon, which 
is attached either at the faucet or 
between two sections of hose, has 


a little rubber tube which sucks 
up the concentrate from the buck- 
et and dilutes it with from 12 
to 16 times the quantity of water. 

When the nozzle of the hose 
is adjusted to make a caorse 
spray, plants can be fed with 
the greatest ease. To “turn off” 
the fertilizer solution, it is only 
necessary, to adjust the nozzle so 
that it throws a strong jet of 
water. This reduces the suction 
and the siphon no longer operates. 

Shrubs and small trees . may 
also be fed with solutions. made 


they are planted after the middle 
of August. 

Moderate temperatures and 
nicely spaced rains that often 
come in early fall make these 
vegetables delightfully tender and 
crisp. 

Chances are, however, that 
both the quantity and quality of 
most crops can be increased by 
judicious use of starter and 
booster solutions. To make 
enough starter solution for a 
30- or 40-foot row, stir 12 level 


chemical fertilizer and 2 table- 
spoonfuls of household ammonia 
into 2 gallons of water. After the 
liquid has been poured gently 
into the furrow, seeds‘ should be 
covered to the usual cépth. Press 
the soil slightly with the back of 
a rake, and then mulch the row 
with compost or grass clippings 
to retain needed moisture. In 
very hot weather pieces of brush, 
preferably with the leaves at- 
tached, can be laid along the 
rows to provide shade for the 


tablespoonfuls of ordinary 5-10-5 — seedlings. 


by stirring one pound of 5-10-5 
chemical fertilizer into two gal- 
‘lons of water. These liquid feed- 
ings, which are most effective 
when the ground is moist, should 
be applied evenly in an area 
equal ‘to the spread of the 
branches. Each plant should be 
watered generously, allowing the 
fertilizer solution to penetrate to 
the roots. Chemicals which are 
spilt on the leaves must be washed 
off, lest they cause a _ serious 
foliage burn. 


Time to Sow. 

The heavy rains also gave a 
new lease to fagged vegetable 
gardens. Struggling tomatoes 
should now be more fruitful, and 
late plantings of corn and beans 
may make up for some of the 
deficiencies of earlier crops. 

There is still plenty of time to 
sow seeds of the _ short-season 
vegetables. Successive plantings 
of carrots, beets and kohlrabi 
can be made from mid-July until 
Aug. 15 and green beans and 
turnips may be sown from Aug. 
1 to 15. Cool weather crops like 
lettuce, radishes, spinach and on- 
ions will be more succulent if

Like most Californians, Nixon has been an 
|advocate of state-ownership of the oil-rich 
|submerged coastal lands. On other domestic 
issues, he has voted for extension of selec- 
tive service and universal military training, 
for an anti-poll tax bill, for a fair employ- 
‘ment practice commission with only investi- 
gative and recommending authority, for 
weaker economic controls than called for by 
the Administration, and against public hous- 
ing. 

Nixon participated with skill in the re- 
cent congressional hearings on graft and 
corruption in government.

on the subsequent roll calls. For the first 
time since 1932 the delegates will be allowed 
their free choices. In the conventions from 
1936 to 1948, when a White House incumbent 
personally, controlled substantial majorities, 
only one ballot was required to name the 
nominee. 

The latest comparison with this year’s 
show was the Democratic conclave of 1932, 
when Franklin D. Roosevelt finally won over 
a coalition, headed by Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
of New York, which included a half dozen 
aspirants. At that convention, Roosevelt was 
able to team up with John Nance Garner of 
Texas, then Speaker of the House, to get the 
necessary two-thirds majority. This year 
only a simple majority of 616 of the 1230 
votes will determine the nomination. 

For what it is worth, here is an informed 
guess of how the first roll call will look—give 
or take 10 per cent on each candidate:

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In addition to these names must be added 
those of President Truman himself and 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, who early 
this year was regarded as the front runner. 
If Stevenson’s wishes are respected, his 
name will not be put in nomination. This 
formality is not required to allow the dele- 
gates to vote for him. 

Others who wiil be mentioned and perhaps 
be put in nomination are Chief Justice Vin- 
son, Speaker Sam Rayburn of Texas, Senator 
Paul H: Douglas of Illinois, Gov. Henry F. 
Schricker of Indiana, former Senator Scott 
Lucas of Illinois, Senator Harry F. Byrd of 
Virginia and Stuart Symington of Missouri. 

On form alone, many persons in the party 
believe that Gov. Stevenson would be a shoo- 
in for the nomination and the best man to 
unify the party in the battle with Gen. Eisen- 
hower. But the 52-year-old Governor 
scratched himself from the national handicap 
in order to run in the state race for re-elec- 
tion. He cannot be dropped entirely from 
consideration because it looks as though 
there may be as many as 10 rollcalls, or trial 
heats. It could be that the delegates, plus 
some shrewd prodding by the top party lead- 
ers, will insist that he get into the White 
House contest so the Democrats can remain 
in control of the Government for another 
four years. There is little doubt that the 
- present non-co-operating Stevenson would ac- 
cept a real draft under these circumstances. 

Eisenhower will be a harder man to beat 
than Taft would have been and many party 
leaders and most political writers believe that 
the strongest ticket the Democrats could put 
up would be Stevenson for President and 
Russell for Vice President. Such a ticket 
would unite the northern and southern fac- 
tions of the party, would lessen the chances 
that the Eisenhower-Nixon ticket will break 
into the solid South as Herbert Hoover did 
against Smith:in 1928 and, in the event of 
defeat, would keep the National Committee 
and the party machinery out of the hands of 
such a’maverick as Kefauver. Russell insists 
he ‘will not take second place. That is the 
accepted attitude for a presidential aspirant

South, perhaps getting Texas, Florida and 
Virginia. 


It cannot be ascertained whether Truman 
will back Harriman to the final rollcail or 
will, at the crucial moment, transfer whatever 
delegates he can control to a candidate 
agreed upon by the party leaders—in the pro- 
verbial smoke-filled room with a direct tele- 
phone connection with the White House.

PLATFORM 


What influence President Truman is exert- 
ing on the platform committee for a complete 
indorsement of his Fair Deal program, in- 
cluding a strong civil rights plank, will be 
very important. He has said that the details 


of the 1952 platform were outlined in his 


_Jefferson-Jackson day speech last April.

'President, he will have more to say about 
‘the platform than any of the candidates, 


some of whom want to water down the 1948 
platform, especially the civil rights plank 
that called for ‘“‘compulsory” fair employment 
practices legislation. Truman will probably 
approve a platform before it is made public. 

Senator Herbert H. Lehman of New York 
is leading the fight before the platform sub- 
committee of the National Committee for a 
“strong” civil rights plank. A Republican 
plank was equivocal and could easily be ac- 
ceptable to the Southern states. From a real- 
istic viewpoint, however, the wording of a 
civil rights plank is meaningless unless both 
parties pledge themselves to change the pres- 


|ent Senate rule against filibustering which 


enables a small group of Southern Senators 
to block any legislation they oppose. This 
rule, the so-called Wherry amendment, re- 
quires a “constitutional majority” of two- 
thirds of the Senate, or 64 Senators, to stop a 
filibuster. This, plus a parliamentary ruling 
allowing virtually unlimited debate on proce- 
dural issues, has enabled the Southerners to 
keep civil rights legislation, as proposed by 
the 1948 Democratic platform, from coming 
to a vote. 


Lehman has urged that the 1952 plat- 
form indorse legislation he introduced for 
the imposition of cloture by a majority of 
two-thirds of the Senators present on the 
floor after two days of debate or by a sim- 
ple majority after the debate has gone on 
for 15 days. This proposal is wholly un- 
acceptable to the Southerners and if the 
platform eommittee reports such a measure 
there is likely to be a walkout from the 
convention, as in 1948. The.Senate has not 
acted on the Lehman resolution. 


On the other hand, if the platform commit- 
tee brings in a weasel-worded plank, some- 
thing like the Republicans’, there probably 
will be a convention floor fight, as in 1948, 
when Senator Humphrey, the Americans for 
Democratic Action and the city leaders were 
able to substitute their own precisely worded 
plank for the “compromise” brought in by | 
the resolutions committee. It was the adop- 
tion of this substitute by a majority of the 
convention that caused the Southern seces- 
sion at Philadelphia.

Not quite so revealing will be what the con- 
vention does about the contested delegations 
from Texas and Mississippi. These.are not 
comparable to the “steals” by the Taft dele- 
gations in the southern states.

THE BILL WAS DEFEATED, though its 
essential features later were incorporated in 
the McCarran Internal Security Act of 1950. 

The Mundt-Nixon bill would have re- 
quired the registration of all Communist- 
front organizations and Communist party 
members. It called for jail sentences for 
anyone convicted of seeking to. establish a 
totalitarian dictatorship under control of a 
foreign government, It would have barred 
Communists from non-elective federal jobs 
and would have denied them passports. It 
provided also that propaganda sent through 
the mails or broadcast by Communists 
would have to be so labeled. 

The Mundt-Nixon bill was widely criti- 


cised at the time as an infringement of 
human rights.

From that point on, the denouement was 
swift.

NIXON’S POLITICAL PROGRESS is not 
due entirely to Red-hunting, however. Sig- 
nificantly, there was no thought at the G.O.P. 
convention of picking Senator Joseph McCar- 
thy for vice-presidential nominee. Nixon 
wields no meat cleaver. His probing is brisk, 
deft, businesslike and persistent. He is a 
clever, quiet, hard -worker, gets along well 
with the press and tries to steer clear of fac- 
tional strife within his party, 


He is also a smooth, self-confident cam-, 
paigner, and this undoubtedly was a strong 
factor in his selection by Eisenhower's cam- 
paign strategists as the General's political 
partner. There was nothing in his record 
against him, so far as these strategists were 
concerned. He had never been a “Taft Re- 
publican,” nor had he been a member of the 
so-called liberal wing in the Senate. 


Domestically he is quite conservative, 
and on foreign issues he has been a mod- 
erate internationalist, although he did vote 
last April to limit American troops for 
Europe te four divisions unless Congress 
authorized more.

Now the Democrats 


Though the performers in the new play are 
entirely different, a notable similarity of char- 
acterization and action is already evident in the 
Democratic production, whieh now follows the 
Republican drantatic effort of two weeks ago. - 

To drop the analogy, will the second of the 
two piajor conventions be more harmonious—or 
less so—than the first? 

The answer lies in the issues and problems to 
be faced this coming week in the International 
Amphitheater and in the Chicago Loop hotel 
rooms. For there are contradictions among the 
Democrats that are deep and they cannot be 
glossed over any more than could the cleavage 
in the Republican party. 

To start with the Democrats also have their 
Southern delegate contests. Rivals turned up 
from both Texas and Mississippi, and although 
there is little prospect of a floor fight compara- 
ble to that over the G.O.P. Georgia delegation, 
the contests have gone before the Democratic 
National Committee. Fifty-two votes are involved 
in Texas and 18 in Mississippi. 

« om . 

Profiting by a mistake of the Taft wing of the 
Republicans, the Democratic National Commit- 
tee conducted its pre-convention hearings before 
television cameras and radio microphones. The 
chief issue is a party loyalty pledge. One set of 
delegates from each state wants to be free to 
repudiate the Democratic presidential nominee 
if it does not agree with his views on, for exam- 
ple, civil rights. 

After the delegate contests are settled comes 
the problem of the platform. The Democratic 
plank drafters will have less difficulty with for- 
eign affairs than had the Republicans, but on 
some domestic issues, including civil rights, the 
prospect is for an even stormier passage. 


The Southern Senators and Representatives, 
who stay in Congress year in and year out, re- 
gard themselves as the custodians of the Demo- 
cratic heritage. They see no reason to yield to 
such “transient” Northerners as Humphrey of 
Minnesota, Douglas of Illinois and Lehman of 
New York. Thus there is no guarantee at all 
that Democratic Chairman Rayburn will be able 
to get a civil rights platform straddle approved 
and into the minutes as quickly as G.O.P. Chair- 
man Martin did. 

* * s 

Democrats from the South, in the main, are 
opposed to indorsing the Roosevelt and Truman 
programs and this cleft also may show itself in 
the construction of the platform. The President’s 
Fair Deal supporters naturally want the party 
to stand for the domestic policies which ma- 
terially helped in winning the Democrats the 
White House in 1948. The Byrneses and Byrds 
and Georges are just as set against those poli- 
cies. 

This battle over issues will not be settled with 
the adoption of the platform, however strong— 
or watered down—that document may turn out 
to be. The same fight may take even more defi- 
nite shape with the nominations and the selec- 
tion of the man who is to oppose Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 

A multiplicity of candidates seeks the nomina- 
tion, while the most talked about and in some 
ways most “available” man, Gov. Adlai E. Ste- 
venson of Illinois, is least available of all. His 
epparent position adds up to this: He does not 
seek the office and does not want it, but if the 
convention calls him, he will take the nomina- 
tion and wage a fighting campaign, under obli- 
gation to no individual. 

The front runner is Senator Kefauver of 
Tennessee, but he has neither the prestige nor 
popularity of Gen. Eisenhower in the latter’s 
first ballot contest with Senator Taft. Averell 
Harriman may be President Truman’s candidate, 
but there is real question whether the President 
could put him over. Vice President Barkley, 
with all his popularity, would be a stronger can- 
didate if he were not 74. So, on the day before 
the convention opens, the field is large and the 
race wide open. 

. * * 

The independent voter will hope that the 
Democrats will nominate a ticket of two fully 
qualified men. For in July there is no way to 
know how an election will go in November. 

This year may see a change in party control, 
as many citizens think is both urgent and over- 
due. It may witness a continuation in the Demo- 
cratic stewardship. The latter result is not neces- 
sarily in prospect at this time, but it is a possi- 
bility. That possibility challenges the Democratic 
convention to offer the country the very best it 
can, 
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Still Time for Questions 
State Senator R. Jasper Smith wants a joint 
legislative investigation of the shake-up of St. 
Louis election officials. Smith is a Springfield 


Republican, but his proposal will have support 


from Democrats opposing the local Callanan 
machine, They have charged that the switch 
in voting clerks was meant to serve the machine. 

Normally the grand jury is the. proper au- 
thority to investigate election irregularities. The 
trouble is that the primary is Aug. 5. If the 
jury had to wait for irregularities to develop, it 
would be far too late to assure an honest count- 
ing of the ballots. 

The Legislature’s joint commission was set up 


_to revise election laws. For it, a St. Louis in- 


quiry might be a side issue. But for St. Louis, 
any open investigation by anybody should prove 
healthy. The commission could demand that the 
Election Board explain itself adequately and in 
public. That is more than the board has done 
so far.

Then the fashionable women of Paris 
took to the two-wheelers, and their American

A change in costume was inevitable. First: 


recourse was to the net very popular “‘camilias” 
which had been designed by Mrs. Amelia Bloom- 
er. Ankles were exposed, and the boys in front 
of the pool hall and the barber shop broke out 
with “23 Skidoo!” and “Oh, you chicken!” But 
the bicycling ladies rolled right along and 
Paris carried them on from bloomers to the 
divided skirt. In spite of the introduction in 
Congress of several bills prohibiting the new 
costumes, dress reform was in full swing. 
Petticoats all but disappeared, skirts went 
higher, necklines plunged lower. The Gibson 
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Girl was eventually succeeded by the flapper 
and then by Rosie the Riveter in slacks or in 
shorts and halter. Even the bicycle people ad- 
mit that two wars, not to, mention such sports 
as riding, golf, tennis and swimming, helped 
the trend. But they also claim that their 
wheels never, lost their influence. They say, 
for instance, that the post-depression revival 
of cycling introduced the shortened slacks 
known as pedal-pushers. 

They do not want their role overlooked by 
the commentator who observed that “not since 
Eve wandered out of the Garden of Eden at- 
tired in a fig leaf has woman gone so lightly 
clad.” All right, we recognize the role of the 
two-wheeler in the appearance of the two-piecer.

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The Cost of Water 

Last month’s water shortage in the county 
brought home the need for steady expansion of 
the water system to keep ahead of the county’s 
growth. «Now the St. Louis County Water Co., 
seeking a substantial rate increase before the 
Missouri Public Service Commission, declares 
it cannot raise the capital to finance that expan- 
sion unless it is granted higher rates. 

The rates are already relatively high by com- 
parison with those paid by water consumers in 
the city. 

A typical residential water user in the city, 


occupying a five-room, one-bath house on a 25-: 


foot frontage, pays $4.70 for six months of 
water service. On the average, he may con- 
sume about 4000 cubic feet of water during 
that period. 

The same water user living in one of the 
suburbs served by the County Water Co., and 
using the same amount of water, would pay 
$8.30 for six months’ service at the company’s 
present rates. Under the rates sought by the 
company, he* would pay $11.80. 

Comparisons between the two systems must, 
of course, be treated with reserve. One is mu- 
nicipal, the other a private enterprise paying full 
taxes. The bulk of the city’s residential con- 
sumers get unmetered service, while county 
users pay directly for the quantity of water they 
use. County customers are more widely scat- 
tered than the city’s, and serving them is in- 
evitably more expensive. 

But when full allowance has been made for 
these factors, the spread between a city water 
charge of $4.70 and a county charge of $8.30— 
or $11.80 under the proposed new rates—re- 
mains rather impressive. 

As a taxpaying, profit-earning enterprise, the 
county company may well be able to prove that 
it needs higher rates in order to finance expan- 
sion. What the community must ask itself is 
whether the social costs of a separate, privately- 
owned water service in the county are becom- 
ing too high. 
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Driving More Cars Less 

Have the hazards and complications of driv- 
ing a car begun to catch up with the American 
people? The question is suggested by some rather 
startling statistics gathered by the American 
Automobile Association. They show that al- 
though the number of automobiles on the road 
has increased 50 per cent since the end of the 
war, the annual average mileage of each has 
declined. Last year’s average mileage is estimated 
at 9020 as against 9942 in 1946 and 9285 in 1941. 

Several possible explanations spring to mind. 
With 37,000 killed and 1,900,000 injured in auto 
accidents last year it would not be surprising if 
a certain number of drivers—like us, for exam- 
ple—have acquired a certain rabbitlike timidity 
that makes them just plain scared to venture 
out on the highway. It is also quite possible that 
after spending a substantial number of man- 
hours per year hunting for a place to park, 
some drivers jump to the brilliant conclusion 
that the game is no longer worth the candle. 

Who knows? Maybe the problem of the auto- 
mobile age will solve itself, and we shall arrive 
at that advanced stage of civilization where there 
are two cars in every garage and none on the 
highways. 
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Too Dangerous to Fight 
The saddest comment on the state of pro- 
fessional boxing is, and has been for about 10 
years, the case of Archie Moore. He has long 


been the leading championship contender with- , 


out a champion to contend with. The champions 
would have no part of him. But now at last 
Chairman Bob Christenberry of the-New York 
Boxing Commission has ordered a title fight 
for Moore. 

Christenberry says, “It’s an outrage that 
Moore never got a chance. at the title.” So 
he has told the light heavyweight champion, 
Joey Maxim, to fight Moore or else. Unfor- 
tunately, Maxim may decide that the or else 
is safer than meeting Moore. That is, he can 
reject the New York order and still retain his 
title in National Boxing Association states— 
which would assure him half a crown, anyway. 

But if anybody ever deserved a whack at 
the title, it is Moore. He has fought all com- 
ers, big or bigger. Even at the age of 36, he 
is feared by everybody. Heavyweight Cham- 
pion Jersey Joe Walcott, no junior-size champ 
himself, said more. than a year ago, “It’s hardly 
fair to ask a champion to fight Moore when 
Moore is such a dangerous fellow.” 

This is a humorous yet high tribute to Moore, 
but as a rule for the conduct of champions it 
would take the fight out of fighting. Maxim 
ought to meet Moore. The powerful N.B.A. 
should follow New York and order the two 
to put ‘em up.

The Ghost Gone West 


The Mirror

The ghost writer is an accepted part of politics, and business too, 
says British writer; members of ghost tribe have been known to 
of write speeches pro and con, on demand; Roosevelt was great de- 
veloper of spectral talent; Eisenhower is now meeting problem.

When he discarded two scripts that had 
been handed to him for use on the plat- 
form, Gen. Eisenhower reminded his press 
conference in Washington that he was not 
used to the preparation of political 
speeches. He added that he had no in- 
tention of taking charge of his campaign, 
but these pieces were not needed. 


His initial action was unusual. The 
American papers made too much of it, 
but the reporters were not mistaken in 
taking it as a stroke of defiance against 
an immense national industry. 

The ghost speech-writer, like the official 
author of state papers, is an indispensable 
cog in the present- 
day machinery of 
government. The 
head of a govern- 
ment or of a depart- 
ment, the cabinet 
minister, the political 
campaigner cannot 
get along without ex- 
pert aid in the draft- 
ing of speeches, 

If, however, we 
pursue the inquiry 
in the United States 
we need to take ac- 
count of the fact that 
the literary ghost has 
there come to occu- 
py a post of great importance, not in the 
political world alone but also in business 
and the professions. “Public Relations” 
are today an essential part of all large- 
scale operations. 


Those Synthetic Products 


The regular ghosts are innumerable; 
their activities are without bound. Rough- 
ly speaking, it is taken for granted nowa- 
days that any formal public utterance by a 
prominent person is either a synthetic 
product or else the work of a favored em- 
ploye. The engine of modern society may 
said to turn upon the ghost-writer. 


The American public did not become 
aware of this phenomenon until a few 
years ago. President Wilson, for example, 
was above suspicion, a truly eminent mas- 
ter of expression. Nobody dreamed of 
doubting whether the famous speeches 
were Composed on his typewriter. 


There was, however, a swift change aft- 
er he had passed from the scene. The 
next two Presidents were unlike one an- 
other, but neither could be called adequate 
as a national spokesman. 


Warren Harding would throw a quaint 
specimen of his native manner into a ‘for- 
mal pronouncement. Calvin Coolidge, who 
had no lack of forcible language when on 
his proper ground, saw nothing wrong in 
reading an address on an unfamiliar sub- 
_ that sounded very far from his own

On to the Brain Trust 


Mr. Hoover was extremely sensitive in 
respect of his speeches and messages. He 
once obtained an apology from a leading 
magazine which had allowed a contributor

rapher who has explained the thorough- 
going system on which the President 
worked: the large company of researchers 
and draftsmen, the ample framework for 
every speech, the vigor with which the 
material was handled before “F.D.R.” dic- 
tated the final draft, which bore the* un- 
mistakable stamp of the ruler. 


Gen. Eisenhower's first discovery as a 
campaigner was that the prepared speech, 
whether ghost-written or not, was miles 
away from the ordeal of the press confer- 
ence. The rigors of cross-examination in 
Detroit and other great centers made him 
realize that there were big and urgent 
questions of the hour as to which a presi- 
dentfal eandidate could not afford to be 
uninformed. 

The ghost, that is to say, might be a 
harmless ally in the matter of a set speech: 
he simply cannot be there when the vic- 
tim is confronted by 50 or 100 hungry 
newshawks. 


A Most Versatile Ghost 


That, of course, is conclusive; a public 
man’s quality is at once revealed. Past 
Presidents, of course, have varied sharply. 
War conditions enabled Woodrow Wilson 
to evade the press conference. His imme- 
diate successor hated it and fell back up- 
on a protective device. Coolidge in time 
became canny. Mr. Truman as a rule is 
surprisingly at home under fire. Roose- 
velt gloried in the whole game and was 
never at a loss. 


The leading members of the ghost tribe 
are usually known in the capitals. Their 
industry and versatility are extraordinary. 
I have met some who were never dismayed 
by any task. : 


One veteran journalist, a valued old 
friend of mine, turned away from the path 
of his earlier successes in order to lend his 
talents to a departmental chief and to cer- 
tain legislators. He told me about writing 
a long speech in praise of an aspirant to 
the Senate and then turning out, at equal 
length, an appropriate response. 


Variations on a Theme 


His biggest feat in this kind was in con- 
nection with an historic celebration, when 
the politician chosen to preside over the 
central committee was incapable of pro- 
ducing the many speeches needed for the 
long proceedings. My friend furnished 
the entire budget, not fewer than two doz- 
en variants of the single theme. 


It was this same prolific ghost who, in- 
vited on behalf of a very important person 
to supply a centenary tribute to a great 
American, was able to oblige in the grand 
style. “You did very well,” I said to him, 
“for the hero and his eulogist; did it come 
out as you wrote it?” 

“Every word,” he replied with pardon- 
able pride. 

So much, then, for the ghost speech- 
writer. His fellow, the spectral author of 
books, would yield a different and more 
spectacular story.

Swept to the western sky,

HE Chinese Communist party is a mere 5,800,000 persons, but 
it speaks and acts for 475,000,000, one-fourth of the world’s 
The party is ruthless, 


It is fanatical. It demands 


“yountary discipline which is binding on all its members.” Above 


all, the party is permanent. 

Nowhere in the new Chinese 
constitution is there any provision 
for change without Communist 
party consent. 

The party is so cocksure that 
it ripped the covers off the care- 
fully built myth that the new gov- 


ernment represents all groups and 
all classes. Tung Pi-wu, sixth 
ranking Communist and Politburo 
member, performed the operation 
on Sept. 23, 1951. 


Since the birth ‘of the “People’s 
Government of China, on Oct. 1, 
1949,” he said, “there has not 
been a single document which had 
not been prepared or at least con- 
sidered first by the party. . -. 
This procedure has been followed 
in the decision on all important 
issues by the Central People’s 
Government.

What about that independent, 
all-party government that sits in 
Peiping? what about its guarantee 
of “equal rights and duties” for 
all nationalities and all peoples 
in China? Tung says nothing about 
that. 

Rise to Power in 28 Years. 

The Chinese Communist party 
was formed in 1921 in remote 
Yenan of North China. It grew 
under,the adverse climate of Chi- 
nese Nationalist opposition and 
the Japanese occupation. Finally, 
after the war, it burst the dikes. 
By late 1949 the Communist tide 
had engulfed all of mainland 
China. 


Only then, after 28 years of pa- 
tiently devising a system of utter 
control, did the Chinese Com- 
munist party set up a govern- 
ment. It needed one then, as a 
physical necessity for ruling its 
new empire, as a political neces- 
sity in dealing with other govern- 
ments, and as a front. The new 
government was the brainchild of 


‘the Communist party alone. With- 


800,000 party members and the 
other 99 per cent of China’s vast 
population. 


The hand on every main switch 
in China today is the hand of a 
central committee member. The 
brain behind that hand works in 
the shrouded seclusion of the 
Politburo. 

Politburo’s Rule Supreme. 

Theoretically, the central com- 
mittee is elected by an assem- 
blage known as the national party 
congress, supposed to meet every 
three years, but it hibernated 
from 1928 to 1945 when it elected 
the present seventh central com- 
mittee, Then it went back to 
sleep, 

Since 1945, there have been no 
changes in the committee except 
for five deaths and one purge. It 
has shrunk from its original 77 
members to 71, of whom only 43 
can vote. 

The central committee in turn 
elects the Politburo from among 
its own members. The makeup 
of the Politburo is somewhat ob- 
scure, but the signs are unmistak- 
able that eight and possibly nine 
men, all Communist party veter- 
ans since 1921, form the inner 
circle. 

These men are supreme. They 
make the law and interpret it. 
They are the judge and the jury. 
They run the government, the 
army and the militia. 


Party control of the govern- 
ment at the top level is almost 
ridiculously simple. The supreme 
organ of the government is the 
Central People’s Government 
Council made up of Communists 
and non-Communists. 

The CPGC chairman is Com- 
munist party chairman Mao Tse- 
tung. Its secretary-general is Lin 
Tsu-kan, fourthranking Commu- 
nist and Politburo member. Three 
of the six vice-chairmen are Po- 
litburo members. Twenty-seven of 
the 56 CPGC members are Com- 
munist central committeemen and 
two more are Communists. These 
29 make up a quorum. Theré 
aren't enough non-Communists

The Communist hierarchy has 
decreed that a party fraction .

on.” 

It has ordered the setting up 
of a party branch in “any fac- 
tory, mine, village enterprise, 
street, company of the army, of- 
fice or school.” 

Each person {fs grouped in a 
block of ten families. If he wants 
to visit outside overnight, he 
must get police permission. The 
party wants to know where he 
goes, what he does and why. 

The new constitution guarane 
tees everyone “free and full dis- 
cussion to express his or her 
views,” but it says Communist 
policies may be discussed only 
when “objective conditions” exist. 
Objective conditions may be a 
long time coming. All China, 
oorationity, is under military 
rule. 

Six Administrative Regions. 

All China is divided into six 
regions — the northeast, north, 
east, central-south, northwest and 
southwest. Each region is ade 
ministered separately by the gov- 
ernment, the army and the party. 
Communist central committee 
members sit at the top of every 
regional body. The same man 
may head all three. 

Gen. Lin Piao, the “Manchurian 
Hammer,” is an example. His 
region is the central-south, a hef-

A Story of Intrigue 
and Counterfeit Love

RITERS who see nothing 
We the human struggle but 
abortive passions and 
mean deceits have a dominant 
place in contemporary Euro- 
pean literature and they are by 
no means rare in the United 
States. They are not tragic 
writers because tragedy neces- 
sarily involves some affirmation 
of spiritual nobility. When they 
are skilled craftsmen, however, 
they can induce in the reader 
a certain Wry amusement by 
their deftness in locating and 
analyzing the sources of human 
malignancy.

Man Pursues Shark 


HARPOON VENTURE, by Gavin 


Maxwell. (Viking Press, 304 pgs., 
$4.75.)

AVIN MAXWELL, an of- 
G ficer in the British Army 
during World War II, found 
his assignment in the Hebrides 
a bit dull after the Normandy 
invasion so took time to cruise 
around the bleak islands in a 
30-foot lobster boat. It was thus 
that he made acquaintance with 
the basking shark and got his 
start on a postwar venture that 
was to cost him his shirt, take 
four years out of his life and 
afford him some exciting ad- 
venture as a sort of a junior 
and most mellow Captain Ahab. 
This initial meeting, that was 
to have such consequences, is 
described with considerable 
awe. To Gavin Maxwell, this 
second largest fish in the world 
seemed a creature from a pre- 
historic world. He writes: 

“At 10 yards I could make 
out the shadow below the sur- 
face; at five; I could see the 
whole form clearly in transpar- 
ent water. The body was brown 
with irregular python markings 
upon it, a vast barrel that 
seemed to get steadily wider 
toward the incredibly distant 
head. The head was perhaps 
the most unexpected thing of 
all. The gills were by far the 
widest part, frill-like and gigan- 
tically distended. The upper 
jaw was a snout, the tip of 
which was now breaking the 
surface, the mouth was held 
Wide open, and a child could 
have walked upright into that 
whitish cavern.” 

x * * 
AXWELL shot up the fish 
with a few bursts from his 
machine gun, but this 

merely irritated the shark, caus- 
ing him to thresh about and 
finally swim away practically 
uninjured. Incited by this in- 
fident and curious to know 
more about basking sharks, 
Maxwell began investigating. 
He came up with the assertion 
that “here was an unexplored 
field; an amazing blank upon 
the neatly, if superficially, 
filled-in map of the world’s 
natural history.” 

The herring fishermen, who 
well knew those rocky islands 
and wind-swept waters off Scot- 
land’s west coast, said the 
sharks had not been common 
there before 1930 but in the

VERY step of the way was

well had to design and test 
equipment.

There was many a chase 
before success. The first kill, a 
thrilling event for Maxwell, 


brought crowds to the dock and 


exclamations: “Oh wha’ a cray- 


ture!” “Ye wouldna believe it!” ° 


“Tt canna be a fish!” . 

Just as Maxwell has the abil- 
ity to make the reader suffer 
with him his trials and tribula- 
tions, so he succeeds in taking 
the reader on many a mag- 
nificent fight with the basking 
shark. It is too bad that the 
author, hampered by lack of 
funds and proper equipment, 
failed in his venture. But his 
failure has been crowned by a 
most interesting bit of literary 
and scientific work.

The exact details of the nar- 
rative and its violent climax are 
not so important as the general 
complex of venality, sordid de- 
signs and monumental delu- 
sions that the author reveals.

Saverio, the seditionist preaches 
violence and revolution because 
it is the only way he can achieve 
some kind of distinction. 

The chief of police believes 
that his excuse for being is to 
suppress disorder and if no dis- 
order exists he must create it. 
The duchess and her aristo- 
cratic associates wallow in a 
cesspool of dissipation. Govern- 
ment contractors fatten off the 
people; but the people—or so 
the general tells himself—can 
produce greater social loss in 
one wild outburst than a hun- 
dred dishonest contractors, Fi- 
nally there is Sebastiano, a man 
of infinite delicacy and poetic 
idealism, Love is his grand illu- 
sion. But ironically enough it 


‘is Fausta, the destroyer and the 


black priestess who arouses his 
finest emotions, thus demon- 
strating that the elevated spirit 
does not always seek its own.

T would be going too far to 
that Mr. Moravia has pre-

ERE is a little book that is 
H more than worth reading; 

it is enriching. It is a story 
of Russian peasants and their 
life in a small village in the 
Ukraine long before the Rus- 
sian Revolution. The author, 
Damon Orlow, was born of 
peasant parents and raised in 
the village of which he writes. 
These reminiscences of his 
childhood take the form of sim- 
ple stories told feelingly and 
lucidly. The earthy and ele- 
mental peasant life is made 
vivid in a style that has, how- 
ever, delicacy and finesse, and 
there are moving passages 
which approach real beauty of 
phraseology by their very sim- 
plicity. 

The spirit of the great mass 
of Russian “Mujiks” moves 
within the pages of this book. 
But they are not the somber 
mujiks that most of us are in- 
clined to visualize; we see them 
here as_ individuals, vital, 
strong, and on the whole, good, 
whose lives are filled like ours 
with laughter and _ sorrows, 
cruelty and love. We see them 
work and live within a web- 
work of incredible superstition 
and traditions older than their 
history remembers, And we see 
them bearing their intolerable 
burdens with the fortitude and 
resignation which stems from 
their reverence for the Tsar 
and the religion which fills 
their whole lives. 

With honesty and clarity the 
author recounts incidents in the 
daily lives of his family and 
friends. He tells of the reli- 
gious holidays, the customs, the 
manner in,which weddings were 
celebrated and the significance 
of “Red Weddings” and “White 
Weddings,” the Mir (periodic 
land_ allocation), ecclesiastic 
penalties and capital punish- 
ments, and in short, everything 
from their diet and the interi- 
ors of their huts, to the emo- 
tional, ethical, and spiritual as- 
pects of their lives, 

It is written with complete 
naturalness and warmth of feel- 
ing and is a refreshing devia- 
tion from the more usual fanat- 
ical and dramatic treatment of 
similar subject matter. 

Mr. Orlow has lived in this 
country since the Russian Revo- 
lution. He became an attorney 
after studying under Clarence 
Darrow, and was a candidate 
for Congress in 1950,

HE terrible-tempered Mr. 
Tame who presented the 

steel companies’ case 
against President Truman in 
such extreme terms turns out, 
in this book, to be an articu- 
late and rather attractive fig- 
ure. 


It all depends upon what as- 
sumptions this defender of free 
enterprise happens to be using 
at the moment. Owing to the 
fact that he served as a steel 
expert in setting up the Mar-

HAT there is nothing new 
T under the sun is not quite 

true. In the world of action 
someone now and then strikes 
out on an uncharted course— 
where he may find, among 
other things, the subject matter 
for a book that is really new. 
Edgar Anderson, who is assist- 
ant director of the Missouri 
Botanical Garden, is one of 
those rare scientists who trod 
the untraveled paths of re- 
search, instead of only follow- 
ing in the footsteps of others. 
And it will not surprise his 
many friends to know that in 
“Plants, Man and Life” Prof. 
Anderson has written of his 
life’s work with the wit, charm, 
and richness of imagination 


that they have enjoyed in his . 


lectures and conversation, 


To the home gardener it will 
come as no shock to read that 
the classifier botanists have 
been a bit sloppy about cultivat- 
ed plants, Did you ever try to 
find out whether the viburnum 
on your lawn should be desig- 
nated tomentosum, opulus, or 
anonymous? Even the iris that 
flaunts its brilliance in every 
May garden has no acceptable 
scientific name, To the average 
classifier cultivated plants are 
a nuisance because, having been 
driven forever about the land- 
scape by restless man, they 
have lost the sharp identity of 
the aloof types that cling to 
self-selected habitats. But to 
Anderson cultivated plants have 
been a challenge, because he 
saw that in their history is the 
history of man. For, he writes, 
“Some plants are as much a 
result of man’s culture as a 
temple, a vase, or an automo- 
bile.”

HE important crop plants, 
T wies were domesticated in 

prehistoric times, have ob- 
viously been most affected by 
man, When we know how to 
read the telltale traces of the 
past that these plants bear, they 
will teach us much about hu- 
man history. One such trace is 
found by microscopic examina- 
tion of root tips, in which the 
number of chromosomes in di- 
viding cells may reveal the 
varieties that have entered into 
the making of the plant under 
study. 


In one of his most fascinat- 
ing chapters Anderson shows 
how investigations into the root 
tips have enabled botanists to 
trace modern wheats back to 
the Bronze Age. It appears that 
the primitive habit, which many 
peoples still have, of planting 
different kinds of seeds in the 
same plot facilitated the cross- 
ing and recrossing that have 
led to the desirable plant vari- 
eties of our time. 

Another important clue to the 
past lies in the diversity of 
plants. Studies of the variations 
found within a genus in the

same and different areas have 
enabled Anderson and his many 
students to look deep into the 
history of corn, beans, avocados, 
tomatoes, grain amaranths, sun- 
flowers. Interestingly enough 
in these days when many scien- 
tists cannot even think without 
the aid of $10,000 worth of 
equipment, Anderson has made 
some of his most significant dis- 
coveries by merely looking at 
plants. Looking thoroughly, 
that is. 

The botanist who would study 
man’s past in plants needs to 
understand man as well as 
plants. Man does not live by 
bread alone, neither does he 
raise plants only to eat. 


PLANT that seems to us 
A only a source of food may 

be to others a source of 
utensils, of magic charms, per- 
haps of a little firewater. To 
succeed in what Anderson calls 
“uneconomic botany” one needs 
to be something of a humanist, 
too. 

Edgar Anderson is something 
of a humanist, something of an 
economist, an anthropologist, a 
geographer, an historian—and a 
writer of no trifling talent. 
With the publication of “Plants, 
Man and Life” he joins the 
small and select company of 
writers who can make a scien- 
tific essay as beguiling as it is 
informative.

HE story of Chicago is the

Damndest career I've 
ever heard of for the son of 
a meat packer, but I’m wishin’ 
you well.” Ira Morris, though 
a grandson of a packer, has 
justified the well-wishing 6f 
his friends by putting out a 
well-packed product of his own 
dealing with the background of 
his own life.

President Truman has _  an- 
nounced that he will express his 
preference through his alternate, 
Thomas J. Gavin of Kansas City, 
since the President will not come 
to the convention until after the 
nominee has been chosen.

These, he explains, will not show 
on the first ballot because many 
are in the favorite son states.

Nevertheless, he 
has wide support from the older 
politicians, particularly the north- 
ern and border Senators and for- 
mer Senators, who may put their 
delegates in his list while looking 
for somebody else to go to. 


Although the two-thirds rule 
was abolished in 1936, Senator 
Russell may come close to having 
a veto power with his bloc of 
Southern votes. In the absence of 
the old city bosses, he has the 
most experienced associates help- 
ing him. His 300-odd delegates are 
likely to stick with him through 
thick and thin and, for a while at 
least, he can keep any one of his 
rivals from getting the necessary 
majority. 


In addition to his acknowledged 
ability, his strongest argument is 


that his nomination would keep 


Eisenhower from breaking into 
the solid South. The most damag- 
ing argument against him is that 
if he is not nominated, some of the 
Southern hot-heads who . see 
little beyond the Negro question, 
will try to form another Dixiecrat 
party, as in 1948, or name presi- 
dential electors who would vote 
neither for the Democratic nor 
the Republican nominee. The in- 
tensity of this Southern feeling 
must be seen before it can be be- 
lieved. ‘ 


Stevenson is the puzzle of this 
convention, He will not an- 
nounce positively that he will 
not accept a draft. He is the 
most discussed man at Chicago 
and from all reports wants to 
run for re-election rather than 
the presidency. One of the best 
informed men in Ilinois politics 
told the Post-Dispatch that 
Stevenson cannot state un- 
equivocally before the conven- 
tion meets that he would reject 
a draft. Such an announce- 
ment, this informant said, would 
cost Stevenson more than 100,- 
000 votes if he missed the presi- 
dential nomination and _ con- 
tinued his, campaign for the gov- 
ernorship.| The theory behind 
this was that no Democrat, re- 
gardless of the demands of state 
politics, could turn down the 
highest honor the national party 
can bestow.

Strange Case of 
The Danbury Doctor 


New England Physician Found Him- 
self in Trouble After Deaths of Elder- 
ly Spinster Who Left Him Her Estate 
and Man Whose Widow He Married

DANBURY, Conn., July 19. 


URDER is a nasty word. No 
M one has uttered it accusingly 

in connection with the diffi- 
culties of Danbury’s handsome 
and affluent Dr. Donald Farnham 
Gibson. Yet murder, the doctor 
told me, is the crime of which 
he feels he was accused. 


It is hard to associate Dr. Gib- 
son with any thought of crime 
when you face him across his 
office desk with its neat stacks of 
medical texts and files of case 
histories. He is a rather small, 
trim man of 50 with silvery, 
slightly wavy hair, 
white little mustache, steely blue 
eyes and an engaging, slightly 
bewildered manner. He wears 
starched white surgical coats, but- 
toned tightly around the neck, 
and speaks softly. 


Dr. Gibson, I knew, was a Yale 
man and had been a Navy com- 
mander in World War II. For 
more than 20 years his reputation 
in Danbury, a pleasant hat-manu- 
facturing town of 22,000 popula- 
tion, had been flawless. He didn’t 
smoke or drink intoxicants or even 
stimulants like coffee. Hospital 
nurses got boxes of candy from 
him after assisting in difficult 
surgery. Patients were charmed 
by his bedside manner and never 
knew him to be in arush. He was 
a meticulous practitioner who 
thought nothing of making house 
calls at 3 a.m. For several years, 
he disclosed to me, he had been 
earning more than $50,000 a year. 


This, of course, was before the 
doctor’s path was crossed by three 
persons. All were his patients. 
All were more than that, too. 
There was Anna Wetmore, his 
pretty office nurse who is now his 
wife; her husband, Frank Wet- 
more, who died after Dr. Gib- 
son performed an operation dur- 
ing which he later admitted mak- 
ing a rhistake; and Elizabeth May 
(Lizzie) Ayres, the doctor’s house- 
keeper, a wealthy elderly spinster 
who was “madly in love” with 
him. She died after what a grand 
jury, in an indictment for man- 
slaughter, called “reckless and 
grossly negligent administration 
of drugs” by Dr. Gibson—and left 
him her entire estate. The doctor 
and Anna Wetmore were married 
shortly after Lizzie’s death. 


“Gibson precipitated the death 
of Miss Ayres in order to get her 
property and to be unfettered in 
his marriage to Mrs. Wetmore,” 
Coroner Theodore E. Steiber 
charged in his official finding on 
the case, 


Though cleared of the man- 
slaughter charges last December, 
Dr. Gibson remains under sus- 
pension from the staff of Dan- 
bury hospital. Recently, the Con- 
necti¢ut Medical Examining Board 
found him guilty of “unprofes- 
sional and incompetent conduct” 
and the State Health Department 
acted to revoke his medical li- 
cense.

The Gibsons settled in Dan- 
bury in 1929. The doctor’s prac- 
tice prospered and everything 
seemed fine except that Alice 
Gibson didn’t like Danbury’s gos- 
sip and its schools, so just be- 
fore the doctor went into the 
Navy she and her daughter moved 
to New Haven and after the war 
they wouldn’t come back.

Five hours previously, 
Dr. Genovese had signed a death 
certificate, leaving date and hour 
pg be blank, and had gone to 

tates at Belmont Park. For 
signing the certificate before the 
patient died, he was later offi- 
cially reprimanded by state au- 
thorities. 


Two hours after Miss Ayres 
died, a technician from Yale, who 
had been asked by Dr. Gibson to 
come “as soon as possible,” called 
for the body. The technician has 
testified that Lizzie died in a 
room “sort of dark, old fashioned 
and sort of sparingly furnished” 
and that the house had a “sort of 
musty odor.” 


Dr. Gibson has disputed this 
gloomy picture. He said Miss 
Ayres refused to go to a hos- 
pital. “She was perfectly happy 
at home,” he said. “She was con- 
tent. She loved it.” Frequently, 
he said, he had held her hand 
and read to her in the evening. 


On the other hand, Miss Anna 
Moffitt, a friend of Miss Ayres, 
has testified that she talked to 
Lizzie a month before her death 
about going to the hospital. She 
quoted the patient as saying that 
she wouldn’t object to a hospital 
if she could have a private room 
but “Don (Dr. Gibson) doesn’t 
want me to go.”

ried Anna Wetmore and later 
moved into the $50,000 colo- 
nial house he had been building 
on Sidecut road in rustic West 
Redding. In due course came 
Coroner Steiber’s harsh findings. 


“On the 19th day of May 1950,” 
Steiber’s statement said, “Gibson 
had a wife living in New Haven, 
had Miss Ayres as a housekeeper 
and sweetheart who was madly in 
love with him, and a nurse at his 
office whom he was planning to 
malty. 

“The relations between Dr. 
Gibson and the deceased can 
readily be judged by Dr. Gibson's 
statement that he knew Miss 
Ayres wanted to marry him and 
that she was jealous of Mrs. Wet- 
more.” 

The coroner quoted Dr. Geno- 
vese as saying he saw at least a 
hundred pills in envelopes at the 
bedside of Miss Ayres. 


“When Dr. Gibson was asked 
what he thought caused her death, 
he said he had left sulfa pills and 
aminopyrine pills,” the coroner's 
report continued. “Dr. Gibson 
said these pills in certain cases 
could destroy the white cells of a 
person and thus cause death.... 


“Dr. Genovese says that for 11 
days from July 3 to July 14 this 
woman was unattended by anyone 
except his call once a day which 
occurred only after procuring a 
key for the house from Dr. Gib- 
gon or meeting someone by ap- 
pointment at the house with a key 
sent by Gibson.... 


“The death certificate recited 
that the deceased died from

Coroner Steiber charged that 
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no X-rays were ever taken to de- 
termine whether Miss Ayres had 
cancer and that death was “pre- 
cipitated” by “criminal acts” in- 
cluding Dr. Gibson’s failure te 
provide Lizzie with trained assist- 
ance, hospital care and food. 


“His object was to get the body 
of Miss Ayers to Yale medical 
school and have it embalmed be- 
fore the world knew she was 
dead,” the coroner charged. “This 
he accomplished by becoming sole 
executor; by representing to Yale 
that the deceased had no rela- 
tions; by getting a death certifi- 
cate signed by another doctor be- 
fore she was dead and by calling 
for the undertaker before death, 
he very successfully managed to 
get her embalmed within a few 
hours of her death, with the re- 
sult that the embalming fluid 
removed all traces of the cause of 
death from conditions in her 
bloodstream.” 
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his total innocence of all 

charges and blamed his troubles 
on “gossip and scandalmongers.” 
At one point he said: “If they 
want to, they can hold the inquest 
on the town green and invite the 
whole world.” - 


To me, he mentioned his 
$50,000-a-year income and said: 
“I think it would be stupid for 
an intelligent person to murder 
anybody for money when it would 
only take a year or two to get 
hold of it normally.

Indicted for manslaughter, Dr, 
Gibson went on trial last Decéme 
ber.

WILD OAT FARM, FLEMINGTON, N.J., July 16 (INS). 
HEN the July temperature idled in the nineties out in 
Caldwell, Idaho, in the long ago, mama knew what to do. 
She gave me a nickel, attached me to the little red 

Wagon and sent me up to the ice plant for a hunk of ice, for to 
make a freezer of ice cream. 
In fact, in those days, a 
nickel’s worth of ice would 
freeze the two-quart freezer 
full twice. 

Land’s sake — we only 
bought a dime’s worth of ice 
for family picnics when we 
used the six-quart freezer 
and made the washtub full 
of ice tea to boot. 

Those were the days when 
ice came in hunks, not in 
100-cube lots done up in 
sanitary cartons and price- 
pegged at 50 cents per car- 
ton. Mama always put yes- 
terday’s newspaper in the 
little red wagon and the 
man at the ice plant always 
carefully wrapped the ice in 
it, not for sanitary reasons 
but because the paper acted 

' as insulation. 

When I got home with the ice, mama and I tackled the 
problem of making little ones out of the big one. We slipped 
the ice in a gunny sack kept for such purposes. Then out on 
the back lawn, we went to work on the sack with a big hammer. 
That’s how ice cubes were made in olden times, Junior. 
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I guess mama made the best ice cream in the 
world, although she had a stiff time defending her 
title from grandma, Aunt Nell and Aunt Kit, Mama 
had a secret weapon, a Jersey cow named Effie. Mama 
had an old church cook book and the recipe for angel 
food cake began “first find an angel.” 
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MAMA SAID ALL ICE CREAM recipes should begin 
“first find a Jersey cow.” Even before I went for the ice, 
mama had already made the custard, the base of her ice cream, 
with Jersey milk, fresh eggs and sugar, and put it out on the 
back porch, where the honeysuckle bloomed all summer, to 
cool. 

Then she added thick, clotted Jersey cream, and I gave 
thanks to Effie. Mama's vanilla ice cream on a hot July day 
was ambrosial, her strawberry ice cream was a dish for the 
gods, but the one I remember as the most paradisical of all was 
her black raspberry cream. 
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It was my job to pick the blackcaps as well as go 
for the ice, and I ate as many of the sugar sweet 
berries as ever I put into the pail. The patch out by 
the woodshed was big and what a little girl put into 
herself and into the pail was a secret between herself 
and her stomach. 
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MAMA WASHED THE berries, mashed them and strained 
the seeds out of the pulp before she added it to the custard and 
the cream. Then she was ready to pour the Lucullan mixture 
into the freezing can and to lower it into the freezer. 

Now we were ready to pack the freezer with ice, adjust 


the handle and begin to crank. {ft never took more than five 
to 10 minutes to finish the two-quart freezer. 

Who cared when it began to turn harder and harder? 

That signalled the great climactic moment—the removal of 
the dasher. What treat does the modern, streamlined, 1952 
child know to equal the exquisite thrill, the rare delight of 
licking the dasher? 
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Life, on a hot July afternoon, can hold no further 
joy, no greater fulfillment. 

While I was disposing of the dasher, mama was 
packing the freezer with rock salt and additional ice

“WHERE TO VACATION ON A 
SHOESTRING." 


OWGHLY, there are two 

of auto vacation: the to 

type, in which you drive-from 
one point of interest to the next, 
usually on a circular route which 
brings you home .again after a 
week or two of steady driving,. 
or the static type, in which you 
drive direct to your destination, 
stay there for your holiday, 
then drive home again. 

Since the static type of vacation 
can be applied to almost any kind 
of travel by car, even to a busi- 
ness trip, we will concentrate on 
the touring type of vacation. 

Four principal points should be 
considered when arranging your 
trip: 1. How much will it cost? 
2. How long will it take? 3. How 
far can I go? 4. Where can I go 
and what can I do? 

An authority in the field of 
auto travel recently estimated 
that touring would cost the aver- 
age family of four $30 a day, as 
follows: Car operation, $9; meals, 
$12; overnight accommodation, 
$6; admissions and amusements, 
$2; refreshments, $1; total, $30 
per day. 

This allows 300 to 450 miles of 
driving per day. You can’t do 
much about cutting costs of op- 
erating your car. You'll find that 
the average light car costs around 
2c a mile for gas, oil, and lubrica- 
tion, a medium weight car 2%4c 
and a heavy car 3c. 

Perhaps the only worthwhile 
economy you can make is to fill 
your tank just before or after 
crossing a state line where the 
difference in tax makes a real 
saving. You can inquire about 
gascline prices as you go along. 

The second and third points in 
planning are: h far can I go 
and how long will it take? Two 
hundred miles is a very easy and 
comfortable distance to drive in 
one day. It gives you a 1000 mile 
radius and 2000 miles of driving 
for a ten day vacation. 

As the day draws near for the 
start of your vacation trip, get 
your car looked over and lubri- 
cated. Don’t forget to check the 
battery, tires, fan-belt, brakes, 
lights, windshield wipers and 
radiator, Take a spare fan-belt 


along.

that its pockets are convenient for

Check your automobile driver's 
license for date of expiration, and 
your insurance coverage.

(A driver’s license 
will generally do if you speak 
without an accent.) 

If you live in a big city, be sure 
and fill your gas tank before 
starting out.

Trunks 
are a sign of the amateur trav- 
eler. They cost a small fortune 
to ship around, You’re helpless 
to move them alone. They in- 
variably arrive at least a week 
after you reach your destination. 

Two weeks in advance is not 
too soon to begin packing for 
your summer vacation. During 
that period, you're likely to think 
of practically everything you 
should take along. 

The two secrets of cutting down 


on your clothing and baggage are 
to use a basic suit and to stick 
to a common color scheme, pref- 
erably dark for easy laundering. 
This applied equally well to both 
men and women. 

All your clothes should fill a 
dual, if not triple, role. Nylon, 
rayon jersey, seersucker and silk 
are the materials least likely to 
crease. The ladies should stick 
to them as far as possible. Of the 
four, nylon seems the favorite. 
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NCE you've got everything to- 
Q) cciner, stuff shoes full of 

socks and pack them into 
brown paper or plastic bags, Seal 
bottles with Scotch tape or place 
in pliofilm bags. Before closing 
the lid of any bag, place inside it 
a label or slip of paper with your 
home address and phone number. 

Always remember that in pack- 
ing for a car trip, there is no 
necessity to put everything in 
suitcases, Suits can be placed on 
hangers, covered with dry clean- 
er’s folders, and hung in the rear 
of the car. Shoes can be placed in 
a cloth bag hung over the back 
of the front seats, or simply 
placed on the floor. Many other 
items can be stowed in the glove 
compartment or packed in open 
cartons for easy access, 

And if you're one of those peo- 
ple who always have to sit on the 
suitcase lid, try a duffel bag— 
it’s almost impossible to com- 
pletely fill one.

ROM 30 billion degrees F 
down to 80 degrees—-from the 
temperature hundreds of times 
the super-atomic bomb to the cool 


comfort of a summer evening— 


was the range of temperature in 
the evolution of the universe. 

In “The Creation of the Uni- 
verse,” the brilliant nuclear physi- 
cist Dr. George Gamow has ap- 
plied the principles of nuclear 
physics—the know-how of the 
atomic bomb—to the birth of the 
universe and has painted a new 
oy of the beginning of every- 

ng. 


For the beginning Dr. Gamow 
goes back a long time, some 3 or 
4 billion years—a time indicated 
by studies of the saltiness of the 
oceans, by the present relative 
abundance of certain radioactive 
elements, and by the present state 
of our galaxy. 

In the long ago there existed a 
hot, violent, homogeneous, sub- 
atomic gas which Dr, Gamow calls 
“Ylem” (eye-lem). The unabridged 
dictionary defines this as the 
primordian matter—the “stuff”— 
of which the elements were 
created. 
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HIS Ylem was a fascinating 
material whose temperature 
was many billions of degrees. 

At this temperature the universe 
consisted primarily of radiation. 
Short wave radiations of a 
rays and X-rays blasted h

The instant the blast occurred 
the universe began expanding and 
the radiation became diluted. The 
temperature dropped precipitous- 
ly and after the first minute the 
temperature had fallen to some 
four billion degrees. 


With the rapid drop in temper- 
ature the mad thermal motions 
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the first hour all the elements in 
the universe were created. 

It seems incredible that scien- 
tists can reconstruct the events 
which took place in one hour 
more than $ billion years ago. 
However, from our knowledge of 
the behavior of neutrons the ele- 
ments must have been created in 
that extremely short interval of 


time, 


As neutrons spontaneously dis-’ 
integrate within 13 minutes the 
atom building processes had. to 
take place while there were still 
neutrons available and that means 
while the temperature was still 
exceedingly high. After the first 
hour the temperature had fallen 
to perhaps 600 million degrees, 
No new neutrons could be cre- 
ated and what neutrons were con- 
tained originally in the Ylem 
went into the building of the ele- 
ments or disintegrated into pro- 
tons and electrons. The building 
process for the elements had been 
completed, The original conditions 
and the rapidity with which the 
temperature dropped determined 
ne aes of the elements cre- 
ated. 
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LIGHTLY more than half of 


helium and the remainder of the 
chemical elements in the universe 
the iron, nickel, cobalt, sodium, 
copper and so on—amount to no 
more than a few per cent. 

The concentration of the atomic

There are plenty of 
these cases and they are.no more 
admirable than those described 
above. In both instances, the hus- 
bands are dead wrong.

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She Doubles in Everything 


Showboat Actress Also Cooks, Takes Tickets, Makes Costumes, Plays Violin and Feeds the Cat

IFTEEN years ago, a young 
woman came to Captain J. W. 
Menke’s Golden Rod Showboat 
on the St. Louis riverfront, seek- 
ing employment. Widowed just 
six months before, she had a baby 
girl, and she needed not only work 
but shelter. It was a plight al- 
most heartrending enough for the 
mellerdrammers of earlier Show- 
boat days, and Captain Menke, a 
specialist in that sort of thing, 
supplied the happy ending. 
Today, Blanche Forbes looks 
back on her years of working and 
living on the last of the show- 
boats, with the feeling of one who 
has found a sanctuary. The small 
crowded stateroom on the 


vessel may not be the height of 
elegance, but to her it has meant 
security. 

Throughout this time, she has 
become as indispensable to the 
Showboat as it once was to her. 
Not only as an actress in such 
roles as the Queen in “Hamlet,” 
or General MacArthur’s mother 
in the current tongue-in-cheek 
tearjerker, “Old Soldiers Never 
Die,” but as between-acts violin- 
ist, wardrobe mistress, seamstress, 
ticket-taker and phone answerer, 
part-time clerk, cook and letter 
writer for crew members. In 
short, she is a mother, not only 
to the fictional MacArthur and 
her real teen-age daughter, but to 
the entire Showboat cast and fam- 
ily. 

Showboating was just about all 
Blanche Forbes needed to round 
out her career in the entertain- 
ment world, because by the time 
she came to the Golden Rod she 
had appeared in stock companies, 
repertory tab shows, Chautauqua 
orchestras, and movies. Born in 
Burlington, Kan., she attended 
Bethany College and the Kansas 
City Conservatory of Music.

Next to it is a handbill for a 
show, “Uncle Josh Spruceby,” and 
a rather critical notice by the 
drama reviewer of the Grand 
Forks, N.D., paper in which he 
said in part: 

“Honestly, I cannot recall a tab 
show in this city so poor, and to 
ask a dollar and ten cents for 
such a performance is an out- 
rage.” 

They played Minot after leav- 
ing Grand Forks and there the 
show closed. “Someorie financed 
us back to Chicago,” she recalled. 
“We didn’t have to wash dishes 
to get out of the hotel but it was 
almost that bad.” 


Other notices in the scrapbook 
have a happier touch. They loved 
them in Rochester, Minn., where 
a critic said, “Blanche Forbes 
is as clever with the violin as she 
is handsome.” 

“And here we were in Dallas,” 
she smiles as she turns another 
page. “We played stock there a 
long time. Well, a season, That 
was a long time for us. 

“Those were the good days be- 
fore the depression. Then the 
bottom fell out of tent show busi- 
ness. You were lucky to find a 
job. My husband had worked in 
a print shop so he supported us 
as a tramp printer between shows. 
Our baby was born in 1936 and 
she was brought up backstage, 
slept in the tray of the trunk un- 
til she was too big for it. 

“Then my husband died and in 
1937 I came this way. I'd been out 
west with the Chick Boyes Com- 
pany and when the show folded, 
I figured the most important 
thing was to get a roof over my 
head for myself and my baby. 
The Showboat had just come 
here. I made myself acquainted 
and they were lovely to me. They 
gave me a part in ‘Lena Rivers’, 
and I’ve been here ever since.” 
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HEN her daughter, Barbara, 
became old enough to go to 
school, Blanche found a fam- 
ily who lived near a grade school 
and Barbara stayed with them, 
spending weekends and vacations 
on the Showboat. Barbara is old 
enough this summer to have a job 
at an ice cream store, but she 
spends weekends with her mother. 
In January, she’ll graduate from 
Southwest High School. 
“I don’t want a stage career 
for her,” her mother says em- 


phatically. “She’s training to be 
a school teacher.” 

Life on the Golden Rod is a 
kind of family affair. Regular 
residents’ include the old time 
cast members Frank Anton, Mr. 
and Mrs. Eustace Fletcher, and 
Mrs. Forbes. For the current 
show, Mr. and Mrs. Billy Bryant 
are among the family. Bryant, an

house actors who live in town, 
regular residents include the four 
Captain Menkes, J. W. (Bill), 
Ben, Charlie, and Harry, and the 
crew of six. Meals are served on 
an adjacent boat, the Chaperon, 
and the two boats form a sort of 
floating hotel. 

“I’m more or less the official 
housekeeper,” Mrs. Forbes says, 
“in charge of seeing that state- 
rooms are in order, checking the 
laundry, doing the mending, and 
when the cook is away, helping 
out in the kitchen—or perhaps I 
should say, the galley. I also type 
letters from crew members, han- 
dle advertising, answer the phone, 
take reservations for tickets.” 

In addition to all that, she 
makes many of the costumes for 
the shows, using a foot treadle 
sewing machine in a corner of 
the top deck. She takes care of 
the cat and kittens, perennial 
pets, takes part in the shows, 
usually in motherly or old maid 
roles nowadays, plays her violin 
between acts, and sometimes 
rushes down to the orchestra pit 
to play the piano for mood music. 
One night, in a play featuring a 
pot-bellied stove, she was run- 
ning from chore to chore, when 
one customer, getting a bit chil- 
ly, called out, “Hey, ma, put some 
coal on the stove when you get 
time.” 

Audience comment and partici- 
pation doesn’t bother her; like 
most cast members, she enjoys 
and expects it, although she can’t 
help reflecting how seriously the 
lines of the old-time melodramas 
were taken when she first ap- 
peared in them. 
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|» addition to the cast, most of 
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N those days, the country peo- 
| pie we played to sat there and 

lived it with you,” she says. 
“They suffered when Lady Isabel 
suffered. City audiences are too 
blase. They yell out, ‘Don’t be 
such a dope, Isabel.’ They don't 
take emotional acting seriously 
and I don’t suppose people in the 
country do any more, either, now 
that they've been exposed to 
movies and television. But in 
those days they wanted simple, 
homespun stories in which the 
handsome leading man always got 
the right girl.” 

Every now and then a group 
of show people from the Munici- 
pal Opera or the American Thea- 
ter or some other visiting show 
comes down to the Golden Rod 
and ‘not infrequently Mrs. Forbes 
meets up with someone she knew 
in tent show days, and has some 
reminiscences. 

Her only vacation away from 
the Showboat in these 15 years 
was a three-week trip to Cali- 
fornia in 1946. Some day she’d 
like to take a trip on the river, 
she says, but aside from that she’s 
content to stay “home.” From 
her room, a small stateroom on 
the top deck with an iron bed, 
dresser, books, pictures, sewing 
basket, and mementoes, she can 
see the levee and the trains pass- 
ing by. Crossing the hall and 
looking out the windows opposite, 
she can see the Mississippi. She 
implies she’d be content to stay 
as long as Old Man River rolls 
along. 

“Tl be here as long as the 
Showboat runs,” she says, “per- 
fectly happy, perfectly satisfied.”

Rain Came 
To Thirsty. 
Farm Land

our recent prediction on the 

breaking of the drouth might 
not come true. We drove home 
from the city last weekend 
through a landscape burned by 
the sun ‘“ : parched brown. Heat 
beat up from the highway in 
waves, and the red sunset prom- 
ised still another clear day. Yet 
an early check on Sunday morn- 
ing showed all well with the cat- 
tle. Late on Sunday afternoon, 
black clouds piled up along the 
western hills; then settled down 
in the north to a solid gray. At 
last it came, with a few rumbles 
of thunder and the cool, damp 
smell of the grateful earth soak- 
ing up moisture. Nor was this a 
thundershower, dashing across 
the valley and followed by break- 
ing clouds and another red sun- 
set. Most of the night it fell 
steadily and gently, so that some- 
times when 1 woke it was neces- 
sary to listen closely to deter- 
mine whether what I heard was 
the patter of raindrops or wind 
rustling the leaves of the sugar 
maples. By daylight it had 
stopped, but at 8 o’clock set in 
again. Already the road was mud- 
dy and the creek, starved for 
water these 12 long weeks, was 
roiled from the run-off and start- 
ing to rise. 
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We'll be interested to check 
on an observation that has been 
made several times lately by 
old residents of the valley. This 
is that, even when we get a rise 
on the creek, it doesn’t muddy 
up as much as it used to. This 
we attribute to the great 
amount of terracing and pas- 
ture improvement which has 
taken place on our valley farms 
during the past five years and 
the fact that, for the past three, 
there have been no bad fires 
on Buford Mountain. What it 
means is that while there is 
still bound to be some run-off 
during hard rains, we are losing 
less of our precious topsoil and 
getting less gravel erosion from 
the timbered hillsides. 
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THE OZARK COUNTRY has 
been through a cycle; first of 
abundance, then of declining 
yields and poverty, and finally 
of hope and reawakening. Al- 
though rugged and in many 
places depleted from misuse, the 
Ozark soils are extremely old and 
highly developed. Thus at the 
time when the white man first 


| T looked for a while as though 
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came, they supported some 2000 
different plant species and 700 
kinds of animals, birds, fishes, 
amphibians and reptiles. Few 
other areas in America could 
boast this richness of life, which 
included great herds of buffalo, 
deer, elk and wild turkey, as well 
as countless numbers of smaller 
birds and furbearers. 

Bluestem and Indian grass grev 
in the open forests of pine and 
oak to furnish easy grazing for 
the livestock of early settlers. 
Great loads of game were floated 
down the Mississippi to New Ore 
leans in dugouts hewn from sin- 
gle cottonwood logs that were 50 
feet long and more than five feet 
through. Living—at the pioneer 
level, at least—was easy and good,

Then slowly at first but with 
increasing impetus came trou- 
ble. The herds grew and over- 
grazing caused brush to en- 
croach on the grassy woodland 
openings. Annual fires were 
used to try to control the brush. 
Ground cover and litter were 
destroyed and the soil was 
packed by feet of grazing live- 
stock. Then the timber was 
cut, with the best trees taken 
and only the poorer ones left; 
and as the years went by, both 
quality and quantity of the 
yield declined. Rain ran swiftly 
from bare and rocky hillsides to 
flood the streams and choke 
them with gravel; and the thin

Like most beginners in a new 
field, Ross went through plenty 
of varied experiences—from the 
discomfort of remote broadcasts 
from small restaurants in Brook- 
lyn to filling the tag-ends of pro- 
grams that were inaccurately 
timed, having to ad lib without 
warning and tackling microphone 
problems without help even from 
an engineer. 

Ross’s love of poetry dates back 
to his earliest childhood when 
his dreamy, scholarly father read 
the works of the great poets to 
him. Born in New York City July 
7, 1896, Ross attended the New

American Mercury and other 
magazines. 

Ross’s two sons have inherited 
his love of poetry. The elder son, 
whose professional name is David 
Allen, has his own radio program 
on a New York station on which 
good poetry is featured, and the 
younger son (by his second mar- 
riage) regales his elementary 
school companions with the rous- 
ing words of “Horatio at the 
Bridge.” Ross notes regretfully 
that the child met with a cold 
reception from the Hopalong Cas- 
sidy fans who failed to share 
Jonathan’s delight in such 
phrases as “he clove him through 
and through.” 

Although his programs are 
composed mainly of the tradi- 
tional poems which are readily 
understood on one hearing, Ross 
has much to say in favor of the 
more obscure verses of poets 
whose works, he says, express the 
clearing of new pathways of 
thought for this art.

IX new recordings by the dis- 
§ tinguished German pianist 
Walter Gieseking disclose his 
continuing mastery in a wide 
repertory containing highly dis- 
similar compositions. No other 
German and few French artists 
can play DEBUSSY and RAVEL 
with such an engaging and appro- 
priate combination of delicacy 
and structural firmness. Giese- 
king’s stylistic rightness in the 
performance of Debussy’s piano 
works are ,demonstrated, in the 
mew releases, by the FIRST 
AND SECOND BOOKS OF 
PRELUDES, each contained in 
one 12-inch LP, and the “CHIL- 
DREN’S CORNER” SUITE to- 
gether with the “SUITE BERGA- 
MASQUE” which are paired in 
one 12-inch LP. (Columbia.) Giese- 
king’s performances of the Pre- 
ludes have a lovely tonal beauty. 
Beyond that he reveals the wide 
range of shifting colors which 
play about the landscapes and 
seascapes of the composer’s spe- 
cial world, through subtle inflec- 
tion and finely calculated rhyth- 
mic effects.

BRAHMS. Here we have the me- 
diative Brahms communicated 
with deep seriousness. 


Gieseking’s performance of 
BEETHOVEN’S G MAJOR PIANO 
CONCERTO with the London 
Philharmonia orchestra under 
Herbert Von Karajan is reflective 
and poetic throughout. The in- 
wardness of the work predomi- 
nates to such an extent as to 
make its physical properties (dy- 
namic contrasts and general mus- 
cularity) seem less important than 
they should be. Still it is beauti- 
ful playing. MOZART’S A MAJOR 
CONCERTO (K. 488), also record- 
ed with the Philharmonia and 
Karajan achieves a striking love- 
liness even though presented in 
a plain. straightforward way. 
Shading is delicate and the rhyth- 
mic pulsation is fairly regular.

T. LOUIS women who like to 
S solve their winter wrap prob-

Even the development in lin- 
ings indicates that the designers 
are determined to smooth down 
the figure and give a woman as 
trim an appearance as possible 
when she gets into her winter 
wrap. Outstanding - among the 
revolutionary ideas in linings is 
the new Skinner patented fabric 
called “sunbak.” This is lining 
and interlining woven into one. 
Insulation is provided by a wool 
napped back combined with a 
rayon satin face. This means that 
instead of having two linings, as 
has been necessary in the past 
to give coats sufficient warmth 
for extremely cold weather, one 
is sufficient. Various types of 
coats ranging from dress models 
to the zip-lining casual ones are 
equipped with this two-in-one 
lining. 

In viewing the new coat fash- 
ions for fall and winter women 
are discovering, also, that the 
vogue of smoothness in silhouettes 
has affected the diversity of styles 
available. With slim lines gener- 
ally in fashion, opportunity is 
given for a greater variety of coat 
lines and lengths. When a slim 
skirt is worn, a shorter coat looks 
attractive—and there will be 
many slim skirts during the next 
few months.

The most practical shades are 
those made of unsupported plas- 
tic, textured to resemble linen 
and completely washable. The 
‘problems of sagging, stretching 
and cracking are said to have 
been largely overcome. 

You may select muslin-backed 
shades painted in a wide range of 
solid: pastel colors, or screen- 
printed patterned ones in Provin- 
cial designs, florals and stripes. 
The novelty shades are used 
mostly in kitchens, children’s 
rooms, breakfast rooms and baths. 
Small blue fish cavorting on a 
white shade would add a gay note 
to a powder room; a fantastic 
green bird in a cage might 
brighten a breakfast nook. 

Late sleepers would welcome 
a room darkening shade—either 
the standard type which is white 
on one side and dark. green on 
the other, or the newer shadow- 
control shade which was an. out- 
growth of war-time developments. 
This is a muslin shade which has 
been painted black before the ap- 
plication of the surface color and, 
while white or natural colored on 
both sides, shuts out light and 
eliminates shadows. It can be 
made in other colors on special 
orders. 

The newer venetian blinds are 
much easier to clean than their 
predecessors. Some have all- 
plastic slats; others are made of 
felxible light-weight aluminum 
with plastic tapes and are avail- 
able in many color combinations. 

Wooden slats also are steal- 
ing the show in porch shades, 
since they allow better ventila-| 
tion than canvas curtains.

HERE ARE THREE for the 
su~zestion department. 

Mrs. L. D. writes: “In answer 
to Mrs. I: S.’s problem about 
weevils getting in the flour and 
other cereals. I have found from 
experience that they infested 
flour I kept in a tin. container 
but did not bother that which I 
stored in a glass jar with a screw 
top. The same holds true with 
cornmeal and other cereals. I’ve 
heard that weevils don’t like the 
light and work. only in the dark, 
which probably is the reason 
they avoid the glass container.” 

Mrs. C. U. writes that she has 
found a_ solution which _ has 
worked for the past five years. 
She simply seatters heavy four- 
inch long steel nails through the 
flour. 

And for Mrs. L.B., who asked 
if anyone had found an easy but 
effective way of cleaning coil bed- 
springs, Mrs. G.P.F. send along 
this idea: 

“I take the springs out-of- 
doors on a hot, sunny day and 
turn a strong stream from thé 
hose on them. Then I shake them 
vigorously to get rid of excess 
moisture, and the warm air dries 
them quickly, Of course it takes 
a little effort’and you will need 
some help, but I’ve found. this 
method very satisfactory. Since I 
have eight children, there are 
many springs to be cleaned in our 
household.”

“J WOULD BE grateful if you 
could help me solve this prob- 
lem,” Mrs. A. M. of St. Louis 
county assures us. “For some time 
now I have had trouble with my 
iron sticking on the starched 
pieces: This is very annoying, as 
I have to stop ironing and clean 
the iron or it soils the clothes. 
What do you suppose causes this, 
and what can I do to remedy it?” 

Very probably the trouble is 
caused by one of two things—if 
you use a cooked starch you are 
not cooking it long enough; or 
you are ironing the starched 
pieces before they are thoroughly 
dry. It is best to let starched 
things dry completely and then 
re-dampen them to avoid this. 

A little paraffin applied to the 
hot plate during the ironing of 
atarched clothes protects against 
sticking starch, but once the 
starch has scorched on paraffin 
will not remove it.

MANCHURIAN FEVER 
STILL TROUBLING 
ALLIES IN KOREA 


SEOUL, July 19 (AP)—The 
Eighth Army in Korea is the 
healthiest the United States ever 
put into the field, but it is trou- 
bled again this year with cases 
of that rare and mysterious dis- 
ease—Manchurian fever. 

The fever caused minor trouble 
last year. This year the cases 
amount to only a minute fraction 
of the 250,000 United Nations 


troops in Kofea. 

Through June, 418 cases of 
Manchurian, or hemorrhagic fever 
have been reported among the 


troops. The death rate is less 
than 4 per cent. 

Despite the small percentage 
figures, Army doctors have so 
effectively controlled other dis- 
eases among the troops that Man- 
churian fever constitutes one of 
their biggest problems. Malaria 
has been whipped, and intestinal 
disorders, numericvally the big- 
gest problem outside battle casual- 
ties, are seldom serious.

light has been received with 
much approval. No one liked the 
sterile steel-girder tower which 
replaced it in Trent woods more 
than two miles inland. The new 
tower never looked like a light- 
house should look, anyway. 

Old Cape Hatteras was differ- 
ent. It was built in 1870, and re- 
placed a lighthouse built by Alex- 
ander Hamilton in 1798. At that 
time, it was a full mile from the 
surf, but the beach eroded. At 
strong high tides, the water would 
sweep around the base, and by the 
early 30s it appeared doomed. The 
spider-like metal monstrosity was 
located 12,000 feet to the west, 
and the Bankers forlornly waited 
to see the old brick tower tumble 
into the sea. 

Secure. 

Then the miraculous happened. 
CCC and WPA projects aimed at 
stabilization of the shifting Outer 
Banks were undertaken in 1936 
and thereafter. The gradual drift 
of the Banks toward the mainland 
was due not only to undercutting 
of the beach by currents, but 
chiefly because the wind picked 
up dried beach sand and moved it 
westward, shoaling up the sound. 
To halt the process miles of 
were built along 
the beach, from Currituck to 
Ocracoke. The fences, often of 
brush and twigs, caught the 
hurtling sand particles, dropped 
them back on the ground, start- 
ing a dune. On top of this ar- 
tifically created dune, a new fence 
was built, and so on.

The light | 
at- first was lighted with whale |B 
oil, then kerosene, then there was | 
a mantle lamp and finally one us- 
ing electricity, provided by a gen- | 
erating plant and emergency stor- 
age batteries. 

Intricate Meehanism. 

A large 24-sided bronze frame 
housed the individually ground 
bulls-eyes and prisms and re- 
volved around the stationary light 
through operation of gears ener- 
gized by weights that traveled 
vertically down the center of the 
tower. Each day the weights 
were cranked to the top by hand, 
and their slow descent at night 
provided the power to do the 
flashing. 

Visitors climbing to the top 


other parts of the lamp and taken 
much of it away. The iron rail- 
ing around the catwalk at top has 
been partly demolished. Now a 
modern beacon, with flashes by an 
electric motor, is being installed. 

Diamond Shoals, southeast of 
the light, are composed of the 


largest quicksand area in the 
world. Actually, they are a con- 
tinuation, under water, of the 
point of Cape Hatteras—gigantic 
sand-dunes 200 feet high which 
reach almost to the surface of the 
water as dry land—but not quite. 
Like the finger of death they 
reach out 12 miles into the At- 
lantic, a barrier which all coast- 
wise vessels must circle to avoid 
disaster.

The old light to be reactivated 
is one of the most unusual in 
America. It is 190 feet high— 
the highest brick light in Amer- 
ica—with an octagonal base. How

HEN he was 17 years old, Stuart 
Symington was made an Army 
second lieutenant in World War I. 

In 1938, when he was 37, he headed a 
steel plant in Baltimore, considered retir- 
ing to work on some inventions. Instead, 
he accepted a bid to come to St. Louis as 
resident of the then financially wobbly 
erson Electric Manufacturing Com- 
pany. He pulled Emerson out of a seri- 
ous labor dispute, within two years had 
expanded the plant, tooled it up, had it 
ready to build airplane gun turrets. 

Symington’s fast-paced career as an 
industrialist had parallels with his public 
career in Washington. Now a candidate 
in Missouri for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the United States Senate, Sym- 
ington is waging his first political cam- 
paign following completion of a series 
of difficult trouble-shooting assignments 
that he handled in quick succession for 
President Truman. 

The first, in 1945, was his appoint- 
ment as chairman of the Surplus Property 
Board. President Truman who, as head 
of a Senate war investigating committee, 
had been impressed with operation of 
the Emerson plant, chose the St. Louis 


executive to supervise the sale of surplus 
war goods—an operation that had, after 
World War I, brought on scandals. This 
time there were none. When the post 
of Surplus Property Administrator was 
established, Symington got the job. 

In 1946, Symington was named As- 
sistant Secretary of War for Air, and the 
next year, when the Air Force was made 
an equal, independent defense arm, he 
became the first Secretary of the Air 
Force. Two years ago, appointed. chair- 
man of the National Security Resources 
Board soon after fighting began in Korea, 
he became the chief home front mobili- 
zation adviser. Last year, he was made 
the one-man boss of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, Government lend- 
ing agency that had been under heavy 
fire in the Senate. Symington reorgan- 
ized RFC, made its transactions public, 
restored it as a highly rated bureau. 

Symington, who lives in Creve 
Coeur, gave up his business connections 


when he entered Government service: 


He has the distinction of having had his 
name before Senate six times for confirm- 
ation to high presidential appointments; 
each’ time got unanimous approval.

ON’T TELL the bookmakers, but scien- 
tists soon may be able to pick the 
winner of a baligame 30 minutes 
before it starts. 

They’ll do it by studying the eye- 
sight of key players—just before game time. 

Discovery that your eyes hold a clue to your 
ability to win at sports—and that this clue 
changes from hour to hour—is just one of the 
new facts science is learning about sports. 

» Today, researchers can tell you for the first 
time what you must have to be a good athlete. 

The discovery about your eyes and the “vic- 
tory clue” that may lie in them was made by 
two scientists at North Carolina State College. 

Prof. Howard Olson, psychology instructor, 
and James Parker, an assistant, had been 
studying athletes’ DV (“depth of vision”) *. 
Science has found that good athletes see more 
going on than other people—and that helps 
tremendously. 

Tests show that these high-DV men are E te 
winners. ; 

Olson and Parker found that good basket- ~~ a 
ball players can see better out of “the corners 
of their eyes.”’ 

They can actually look up at the basket and 
watch the floor at the same time! And they can 3 Ol 
watch other players more readily without hav- 
ing to look directly at them! 
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What Do You Need? 


N BASEBALL, a good batter can watch the Ist 

| baseman, the 3rd baseman, the pitcher 
and the ball coming toward him—all at the 

same time. 

Most of us, watching the ball coming, would : 
see the other players only as’blurs. e 

You may find baseball and basketball man- ‘ 
agers, before long, selecting their starting line-- . 
ups with the help of scientists. They may ‘

On the beautiful University of California 
campus in Berkeley, other tests are under way. 

In one laboratory, Dr. Anna Espenshade has 
been trying to find those basic qualities. you 
must Nave in order to be a good athlete. 

She has found (see photos) you need: 
1. A STRONG GRiP. All good athletes have it. 
It’s the best measure, Dr. Espenshade found, 
of your overall physical condition. 
2. AN UNWAVERING SENSE OF BALANCE. Men 
usually keep their balance better than women.

Those 
who hit it consistently often become good 
athletes. Some can’t hit it at all. None of the 
latter has excelled in sport. One boy threw the 
bag 35 feet. He was no athlete! 

4. A SENSE OF FORCE. You have to know how 
hard you’re hitting. If you have a good sense 
of force, you probably play a good game of 
golf. If you lack it, you overshoot the green, 
or undershoot it. A football player without it 
could never throw a pass accurately. 


To all these, Dr. Franklin Henry of the — 


U. of California adds STABILITY. 

He and his associates have spent hours 
watching athletes stand up and take a “sway 
test.” 

“The best athletes sway very little before 
a game,” Dr. Henry reports. 

But just to prove that no rule is perfect, Dr. 
Henry recalls that one of the worst swayers 
he ever tested turned out to be the best player 
on one California football team. 


What Game Do You Play? 


R. HENRY and co-workers also have been 
testing “sports personality” at the Uni- 
versity. The work has been going on, too, 

at other colleges, with interesting findings. 


HOW'S YOUR GRIP? A strong, sensitive grip, says Dr. 
Espenshade, is a ‘‘must" in sports. It's one of the best tests 
of your strength and well-being. All good athletes have it. 


» If you’re a man and play FOOTBALL, re- 


- Searchers say, the chances are better than even 


you’re (1) friendly, (2) are fairly happy, and 
(3) could be a good executive. 
» If—man or woman-you have played BASE- 
BALL or TENNIS and done well at it, you’re 
the “speed” type. You can get around like 
lightning. Surprisingly, some baseball players 
seem to feel a little “insecure.” 
» FENCERS are apt to be domineering people. 
» VOLLEYBALL players sometimes seem to 
like team play because they don’t want the 
individual responsibility of winning. 
» BASKETBALL players are nearly as fast as 
baseball players. But some researchers think 
they are a little harder to get along with. 
» TRACK MEN (and women) tend to fall in 
the “‘fast-reaction” group of athletes. SWIM- 
MERS may be more masculine than BOXERS. 

Researchers hope soon to put the microscope 
on TENNIS. “After watching matches,” said 
one, ‘“‘we won’t be surprised if tennis players 
prove to be the prima donnas of sports.”’ 

But the California researchers came up with 
a real surprise when they studied the strong- 
men who go in for WEIGHT-LIFTING. 

“Weight-lifters,” Dr. Henry reported, “often 
tell us frankly they suffer from an inferiority 
complex—and that’s exactly why they're toss- 
ing weights around.” | 

“We tip our hats to them,” Dr. Henry Says, 
“because they admit they feel insecure and 
want to do something about it. They want to 
feel stronger. You’d be surprised how weight-

What You Can Do 


O WHAT ABOUT you? If you don’t feel you 
S were “born a big-leaguer,” if you don’t 
have a super-man’s eyesight, a tremen- 
dous grip and a sharpshooter’s sense of aim 
should you give up sports? 

Not at all, say Drs. Henry and Espenshade. 
But in the first place, select your sport to suit 
your ability and temperament. In the second 
place, measure your strength of grip and im- 
prove it. That in turn will help you get the 
most from your other sports abilities! 

Lastly, you’re missing a bet, the two scien- 
tists say, unless you practice mentally. 

Tests show you can improve your golf swing, 
for example, by indulging in a few minutes of 
mental practice — without touching a club. 
Don’t overdo it—or the benefit is lost. But for 
five minutes tonight, practice your drive in 
your mind. Then tomorrow, swing your driver. 
Repeat this “combination”. 

Try it even on your fishing cast, if you’re a 
fisherman, or on your baseball form, or your 
diving or swimming form—even on football 
passing. 

It’s the latest idea in sports improvement. 
It’s no fad. Careful laboratory tests show it 
really works. 

And in these busy days when there doesn’t 
seem to be time enough for practice it may 
work wonders for you in your favorite sport.

AVE you ever Said to yourself: “If I were 

the boss, I wouldn’t have done it that way.” 

Or, if you are a boss now, have you ever 

asked yourself: “Am I doing the best job 
possible ?”’ 

To find out just what makes a good boss (and 
answers to dozens of similar questions) the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Survey Research Center has 
Studied a half-dozen major U.S. businesses. 

Thousands of workers, foremen and supervisors 
were surveyed in factories, a railroad, an insurance 
company and in a public utility. 


Who Produces Best? 


HE Michigan researchers were given informa- 
‘kc by the companies on productivity rates in 
each department. 
Here are some of the important findings: 
1—Supervisors of high production groups tend to 
describe as important the “human relations” part 
of their jobs. They’re friendly and understanding. 
They take an interest in their employees—at times

even outside of work. Because of their attitudes, 
these supervisors are called “employee-centered.” 

Bosses of low production units tend to be imper- 
sonal—to consider their employees primarily as pro- 
ducers—people to get the work done. They tend to 
stress only the production aspects of their jobs. 

Interestingly, this is how several “high produc- 
tion” bosses answered the question: What is the 
most important part of your job? 


Two Aftitudes 


66 ELL, there are several things—keeping the 

WW section running smoothly, keeping the 
clerks happy, keeping production up.. .” 

Some “low production” bosses, in answer to the 
same question simply said: “Well, the most impor- 
tant part is to get the work out.” | 

2—Top producing department bosses tend not to 
supervise employees as closely as do the low pro- 
ducing department heads. 

According to a published report in the book 
“Industrial Productivity” written by two Survey 
Research Center staff members: 

Low producing bosses “were found to check up 
on their employees more frequently, to give them 
more frequent work instructions, and to limit their 
freedom to work in their own way.” High producing 
bosses seemed to be better planners. 

3—And, the high producing boss does not perform 
the same tasks as the worker. He’s a leader. 

In contrast, bosses of low producing units ap- 
peared to spend more time actually doing the same 
jobs their employees did. 

4—Feeling that you “belong” appears to be a 
strong factor in how well you work. Employees in 
high-producing sections tended to feel they were 
appreciated and accepted. 


Feel They ‘Belong’ 


N ONE of the plants, employees in the top depart- 
ments said they “really felt like part of their 
group.” In lower producing departments, em- 

ployees were more likely to say that they were “in- 

cluded in some ways, but not in others.” 
In one study (financed by the U.S. Office of Naval 

Research), the Michigan scientists add: 

One factor that may affect the supervisor is the 
authority that is delegated to him. 

If he is supervised closely from above, he may 
tend to concentrate on routine—and that can re- 
sult in lower production.

I begged and implored the agents at least to tell 
me where the children were being taken. Finally, 
one of them said, ‘You'll get a letter from them. 
Later you'll be allowed to visit them.’

next. It won’t be long now, for I, too, have 

received my eviction order. I don’t know 
where they will take me, and I don’t care... .” 
@ How does such a letter get to the free world?

So postal workers with children look leniently 
on such letters. They hope that world opinion will

@® Hungary has apparently been picked as a testing 
ground for this “legalized”’ kidnaping.
